Copper  and  silver  coins  of  Great  Britan 

The  first  mention  of  a Token,  we  learn,  is  quoted  from  a work  of  the 
year  1622.  In  this  the  writer  states  that  leather  money  bearing  the 
" name,  stamp  and  picture  " of  Edward  1 (1272  - 1307)  were  in  the 
3 oil  otion  of  the  writer,  kept  in  one  of  the  towers  of  Carnarvon  Castle. 
These  Tokens,  or  leather  money,  were  used  by  that  King  during  the  period 
of  the  building  of  Carnarvon  and  Conway  Castles,  fortresses  erected  by 
the  monarch  to  overawe  the  rebellious  Welch  of  the  Marshes. 

There  is  historical  evidence  that  such  contrivances  were  in  vogue  in  the 
time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1558  - 1603. 

The  use  of  private  tokens  for  money  which  were  stamped  by  inferior 
tradesmen  had  at  this  time  grown  to  such  an  excess  as  to  be  the  subject 
of  frequent  complaints.  They  were  made  of  lead,  tin,  latten,  and  even 

of  leather.  Later  Queen  Elizabeth,  for  the  ease  of  her  subjects  caused 

( hi  ,;-r  "v  / 

'*  Pledges  and  Tokens  '*  to  bo  made  of  " pure  and  fine  copper  " to  pass 
current  as  half  pence  and  farthings. 

The  lapse  in  the  copper  coinage  from  1775  - 1797  $as  responsible  for  the 
revival  of  tokens  in  the  latter  end  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

The  issue  of  these  tokens  became  so  vast  that  they  almost  superseded  the 
national  currency,  which  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  600 
tons  of  copper  were  used  from  1787  to  1797  in  the  coinage  of  tokens  i$ 
Birmingham. 

The  question  of  the  oopper  coinage  was  often  before  Parliment  during 
this  period,  and  although  the  Government  had  repeatedly  promised  to  put 
it  in  order,  it  was  not  until  1797  that  Mathew  Bowlton  received 
instructions  to  strike  the  two-penny  and  penny  pieces,  once  so  famous. 
The  Bowlton  " cart  wheel  " penny  was  so  heavy  that  an  artizan  who  was 
paid  his  wages  of  twenty  shillings  in  these  coins  would  have  to  carry 


i 
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fifteen  lbs  in  weight  from  the  pay  table. 

Eight  two-penny  pieces,  and  sixteen  pennies-  were  to  weigh  a pound 
respectively,  exactness  being  Insisted  on,  so  that  the  coins  might  be 
useful  as  weights. 

• Early  in  1799  the  Government  announced  that  a further 

contract  had  been  made  with  Mathew  Bowlton  for  half  pence  and  farthings 
at  the  rate  of  thirty -six  half  pence  and  seventy  two  farthings  to  the 
pound. 

Mathew  Bowlton  was  also  the  maker  of  the  1806  and 
1807  pennies.  There  were  no  copper  coins  Issued  between  the  years  of 
1807  and  1821.with  the  exception  of  the  Birmingham  and  Sheffield 
Tokens  bearing  the  dates  of  1811  - 181E  - 1813  and  1814  which  were 
lawfully  permitted  circulation  until  the  25th  day  of  Mar  1820. 

In  1811  the  bonk  of  England  issued  silver  tokens  for 
three  shillings,  also  one  shilling  and  sixpence. 

The  report  of  the  Bank  of  England,  Feb  9th  1810 
informs  us  that  dollars  issued  by  the  Bank  of  England  amounted  to 
1419464,  dated  1804. 

In  1804  there  were  struck  for  the  Bank  of  Ireland 
six  - shilling  pieces.  The  obverse  was  similar  to  the  English  dollar 
but  wfcth  the  reverse  Hibernia  seated,  supporting  a harp,  and  the  legend 
Bank  of  Ireland  Token  1804  Six  shillings. 

In  the  two  succeeding  years  the  Bank  of  Ireland 
issued  tokens  for  ten  pence,  and  five  pence,  which  were  a great 
convenience.  Those  wm  dated  1805  were  the  most  abundant.

Dr.  Arthur  Parker,  the  director  Af  the  Museum  as  well  as  a 
fellow  member,  proposed  that  the  association  become  an 
associate  member  of  the  Museum  Association  and  the  Numismatic 
Section  of  the  Museum,  He  explained  that  this  in  no  way 
destroyed  the  autonomy  of  the  group,  but  did  give  it  cer- 
tain prlvleges  that  would  only  be  extended  under  the  mem- 
bership acceptance.  The  group  voted  to  accept  the  above 
stated  proposition.
